Students express mixed feelings about Jeans Day

As students were dressing 
last Thursday, they faced the 
potentially difficult question of 
whether or not they should 
wear jeans. 

Apparently, many students 
experienced a strong aversion 
to denim that morning 
because the vast majority wore 
dress pants, sweats, skirts and 
even shorts despite the cool 
rainy day. 

Thursday, the Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance (GALA) 
sponsored its second annual 
Jeans Day. 

Jeans Day, a national event, 
allows people to show their 
support for homosexual civil 
rights by wearing jeans. 

In spite of the low number of 
students who wore jeans, manv 
students who were not willing 
to support GALA visually were 
willing to do so verbally. 

Several people said that they 


—.. were displeased with the 
= Organization's choice of jeans 


as a symbol of support. 

Junior Valerie Llovd, who 
wore jeans and a jean jacket, 
said, "I wore jeans today, but 
I'm not sure what it's all about. 
I have no problems with 
GALA, but I think they should 
have chosen something a little 
less common than jeans so 
that it is clear whether or not 
people are supporting their 
cause.” 

Patti Malesh, freshman, who 
also wore jeans and a jean 
jacket said, "I think Jeans Day 
is a good idea because there's 
no negative aspect of it. Either 
you wear jeans and support 
them or you don't wear them 
and you're silent." 

One of the co-facilitators of 
GALA explained that he thinks 
jeans are an appropriate 
means to show support 
because almost everyone owns 
a pair of jeans. 

He said that he realizes 
some students automatically 
assume people wearing jeans 
on Jeans Day are gay, lesbian 


or bisexual. 

"But with Jeans Day, people 
wearing jeans get to feel how it 
is to be different from normal 
society for at least one day,” he 
said. 

Precisely because of this, 
many students chose not to 
wear jeans last Thursday. 

"I didn't feel like dealing with 
everybody's mean comments,” 
said freshman Mandi Flater. 

One student said, "In my 
philosophy class there was a 
guy wearing jeans and the 
whole time the other guys in 
class were making fun of him 
because of it. I don't even 
think he knew it was Jeans 
Day.” 

Junior Steve Kampen said 
about GALA's use of jeans, "I 
think it's a cheap attempt at 
support.” 

"I don't have anything 
against gays,” said sophomore 
Marc Barker, "But I think we 
should have Black Shirt Friday 
as a protest about the way 
GALA used Jeans Day.” 
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Students responded to Jeans Day with shorts, skirts and sweats. 


In response to student 
attitudes he observed on Jeans 
Day, sophomore Neil Carr 
said, "I wish my friends would 
think about this more. Jeans 
Day is about human and civil 
rights that everyone deserves, 


it's not about proclaiming your 
sexual orientation." 

Freshman Jennifer Souders 
said, 'Evervbodv should be 
willing to accept people's 
freedoms."

1) 
qualitv in general. 

Another topic that was 
discussed at length was the 
meal plan. 

Students were interested to 
know whv the universitv does 
not use a point svstem, or whv 
students cannot save unused 
meals for another person or 
time. 

Carmen: Di Svivestro, 
assistant director of Universitv 
Dining Services, explained 
that each student on a 19 meal 
plan, for example, pavs for 14.5 
meals. He gave the figure of 
$4.33 per meal saying, “It's not 
a whole lot of monev when 
vou're talking about varietv 
and quality." 

Di Svivestro was also 
questioned about the expense 
of food in the Gull's Nest. 

He said that the Gull's Nest 
is an alternative that allows 
students to carrv out, which is 
extremelv costiv. 

Also brought up was the fact 
that students with the 15 meal 
plan cannot use their meals for 


the weekend. 

Di Svivestro responded bv 
saving that it would be similar 
to operating as a restaurant 
and that is more expensive. 

“Our main goal is to keep 
costs low, " he said. 

He also pointed out that 
about $200,000 is wasted each 
vear. 

Di Svivestro introduced to 
the forum the plans for the 
new dining hall, which thev 
expect to have ground 
breaking within one 
to one and a half years. 

Students can expect the new 
dining hall to be in a "food 
court" concept and the point 
system will be used. It will be 
located where the president's 
home now stands. 

Director of Public Safety Jim 
Phillips announced that after 
switchboard hours all calls will 
be going to Public Safety. Their 
office will also be moving to 
the old music building this 


summer after a temporary 22 
years in room 022 in Holloway 


Hall. 


The position for the 
Chairman of Finance and 
Economics, which has been 


vacant for some time, will bee 


filled by a professor from 

Clemson University, which was 

announced by Beebe. 
Also discussed: 


funds, book buy backs, the 
wrestling team being canceled, 
switching female and male 
houses in Dogwood Village, 
and an increase in usage of 
computers in the business 
curriculum. 

Many of the 
misunderstandings were 
resolved at the forum. The 
SGA will do follow ups ‘on 
anything which is necessary. 

The forum, intended to be 
one and a half hours, lasted 
over two hours with Beebe 
staying later to answer 
questions. 

SGA Junior Senator Byron 
McCrae said, " Next time, we 
may shorten the list of 
administrators and/or have 
two or three different forums.” 


Black enrollment below '82 mark

In 1990, the Office of 
Academic Affairs, in 
collaboration with the Office of 
Minority Affairs prepared the 
Minority Achievement Plan 
(MAP) in an effort to promote 
racial integration at SSU. This 
plan has been failing. 

In fact, the present black 
percentage of undergraduate 
enrollment is lower than it was 
almost 10 years ago. Presently, 
blacks comprise just over five 
percent of the student body, 
while in Fall 1982, blacks made 
up seven percent of all 
undergraduates. 

Many question the true 
commitment to racial 
integration. John Fields, 
director of Minoritv Affairs 
feels that 'more could be done 
to get other minoritv students, 
facultv, and staff to come to 
SSU.” 

Several students agree. "It 
seems like they don't try very 
hard [to attract blacks]. I mean 
the acts of intolerance show 
that this isn't exactly the best 
place for black students," said 
junior John Polley. "If I was 
black I know I would feel like a 
big minority here." 

"UMES is just down the road 
and they have like 80% black 
students. I don't understand 
why we can't even get 10%," 


— said another student. 


This failure to attract black 
students is not a new problem. 
To illustrate, from Fall 


semester 1982 to Fall semester 
1991, overall enrollment at 
SSU has increased 38.2%. 
However, black enrollment has 
increased by only 19.1 percent. 

The failure has been 
attributed to two primary 
factors. The first is a decline in 
the black student applicant 
pool due to a reduction in the 
number of college-bound. high 
school graduate and a decline 
in financial aid support for 
black students. 

Dr. Edward Steffes of the 
Sociology Department 
believes this is a legitimate 
problem as the black 
population has been hit extra 
hard by tough economic times. 

Leon Burks, associate dean 
of Admissions, affirms the 
problem of strained resources. 
"Scholarships haven't been 
able to keep up with the rising 
costs of tuition.” 

The second factor attributed 
to the failure is the local 
alternative, the University of 
Maryland Eastern Shore. 
Located only 13 miles from 
SSU, UMES is a historically 
black institution with a "focus 
on service to minorities" that 
enables it to "attract the 
majority of black students 
going to college from the local 
service area." 

In addition to attracting 


black students, SSU also has 


had a problem retaining them. 

The significantly different 
retention rates for blacks and 
whites illustrate the problem. 
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Eighty-seven percent of white 
students returned from this 
past Fall semester to this 
Spring semester. At the same 
time, only 73% of the black 
undergraduates returned. 


Some attribute the 
difference to the racial climate 
on campus. "The acts of 
intolerance we see in the Flyer 


all the time don't help,” one 
student said. 

"I would think it would be 
hard to go to a school and be 
such a minority. I can 
understand why they don't 
stay," said another.

is slated to be in effect until

DYEwittness fires green dye on potential attacker

It can happen to anyone. 

Who hasn't ever walked 
home from class after dark, or 
come home to an empty house 
at night, or crossed a deserted 
perking lot after hours? The 
fact is, anyone can be a victim 
of rape or violent crime. 

Women, especially, are at 
risk — some studies report that 
as many as one in six women 
will be raped by the time they 
graduate from college. 

A new product called 
DYEwitness is being touted as 
"the criminal identifier," a 
substance that can halt an 
attack while simultaneously 
marking the attacker for future 
identification.

Frustrated by the 
suffering of rape victims and 
the fact that 80% of all 
criminals are never 
apprehended because the 
identified, 
McCreary decided to find a 
solution. 

After seven years of 


complete dedication, 
DYEwitness was created. 
McCreary has been contacted 
be over 20 countries 
interested in making 
DYEwitness available to its 
citizens. 

Since its arrival in the U.S. 
just seven months ago, 
DYEwitness has been 
embraced on countless radio 
shows, news programs and talk 


shows, including the Oprah 
Winfrey show. 

Important to realize, 
however, is that DYEwitness 
only works if held in readiness 
at all times -- a mugger or 
rapist will not wait while the 
canister is dug out of a purse or 
glove compartment. 

If used wisely in potentially

Twelve years ago, John Anderson received 5,551,551 votes in his attempt to become president of 
the United States. Anderson was an independent presidential candidate in the 1980 election. He got 
on the official election ballots of all 50 states by petitioning for the signatures of individuals who did 
not vote in the presidential primaries. xAt this very moment, Ross Perot is trying to do the same. 
Perot, a billionaire profiled by the likes of 60 Minutes, Time, and even USA Today, needs to collect 
800,000 signatures in order to get on the states’ ballots. * Campaign analysts are confident that Perot 
will be able to collect enough signatures to be an officially recognized independent candidate. They 
are unsure, however, of what impact he will have on the race. XAs scandals continue to fan the 
flames of voter dissatisfaction, Perot could verv easilv gain attention and support just for being new 
and alternative. But how long will he retain that support once voters her his views on abortion (he S 
pro-choice) or taxes (more taxes on the wealthy)? xAccording to the April 20 Time, Perot would finish 
a comfortable third if the American public were to vote today. When asked "If the election were held 
today, for whom would you vote?," 40% of the Time respondents chose George Bush, 25% of the 
respondents chose Bill Clinton and 21% of the respondents chose Ross Perot. * Perot's finish isn't bad 
considering that his campaign hasn't really even begun. For now, he is just concentrating on getting 
his name on the ballot. Once that goal is achieved, it is hard to imagine or fathom what kind of 
campaign he can run from his personal wealth. XAt this point, little is known about Perot's actual 
campaign. It looks as if the American public will have to do a little waiting to see wh at he has up his 
sleeve *So until Perot gets a chance to really spice things up, the nation S collective attention shall 
stay feuded on the short list of presidential wannabes. XAs an institute of higher education, SSU 
should be verv interested in the campaign, particularly in what the candidates have to say about 
education.

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Student volunteer involvement enhances campaigns

Hordes of college students in 
vans, buses and cars have 
exited the icy roads of New 
Hampshire and Maine on 
their way to new political 
adventures in the 1992 
presidential race. 

Other primaries await the 
army of indefatigable loyalists 
who will work telephones, ring 
doorbells and hand out leaflets 
to support their candidates of 
choice in 1992. 

Democrats claim that this 
year's election attracted the 
largest crop of college 
volunteers in more than a 
decade. The outpouring of 
student interest had convinced 
the candidates that there is a 
real advantage in exploiting 
the energy of students. Few 
candidates can afford 
high-priced staff members, so 
the students provide much 
needed -- and cheap -- labor. 


In New Hampshire and 


Maine, college students slept 
on floors, mainlined pizza and 
endured numb fingers and 
toes as they sloshed through 
shivery states. 

The students stay in gyms, 
churches, supporter's homes 
or, in a pinch, on the 
headquarter's office floor. 
They lick stamps, stuff 
envelopes, carry banners, 
canvass votes door-to-door, 
answer phones or follow their 
candidate around and chant 
his name on cue. 

For Jessica Plante of Salve 
REgina University in Newport, 
R.I., working for Sen. Bob Kerry 
started out as a lark and ended 
up as an avocation. _ 

The creative writing major 
started out as a headquarters 
receptionist for a weekend; 
now she is a permanent staffer 


traveling with the campaign. 


"This is a good way to learn 
behind-the-scenes 
stuff," Plante said. "It makes 
you politically aware. It's 


about 


always in your mind." 


Plante is pragmatic about 
Kerry's third place in the New 
Hampshire primary. “We just 
wanted third. We wanted 15 
percent, but 12 percent is good 
enough. Once he gets to South 
Dakota, he has a lot of support 


down there." 


Plante, who stayed in a 


supporter's home in new 
she had 
'hardiv anv interest' in politics 
before becoming, involved in 


Hampshire, said 


Kerry's campaign. 


'In mv age group, there are 
other things to do. It's boring 
to sit back and figure out who's 
running, and so forth.

Hampshire and Maine 
campuses, and have claimed 


to have registered 10,000 young 


voters. l 

At the Kennedy School of 
government at Harvard last 
fall, Kerrey and Arkansas Gov. 


Bill Clinton attracted crowds of . 


nearly 1,000 each. 
After the speeches, 
approximately 100 students 


signed up to work with each 


candidate. 
During the New Hampshire 
and Maine primaries, most of

the student activity was in the 
Democratic campaigns. Of 
the six major candidates, four 
-- Paul Tsongas, Clinton, 
Kerrey and Iowa Sen. Tom 
Harking -- have attracted 
substantial numbers of 
younger supporters. 

Political experts, however, 
have a “wait and see” attitude 
regarding the “youth vote." 
Only 36 percent of eligible 
citizens, aged 18 to 24, showed 
up for the last presidential 
election. Their turnout rate 
has dropped in each election 
since the voting age was 
lowered in 1971. 

The mood among Tsongas’ 
young supporters was "elation," 
said Michele Bair, and 
electrical engineering major 
from Boston University. 

Tsongas edged out Clinton in 
New Hampshire and won the 
Maine primary after a heated 
battle with former California 
Gov. Jerry Brown. 

"I'm psyched,” Bair said. 


Tsongas' Manchester 
headquarters claimed a core 
group of 150 volunteers. 

Between 5 a.m. and 9 a.m. 
daily, students called local 
Democrats and independents 
to persuade them to vote for 
Tsongas. 

"Last weekend was great. 
We did a lot of canvassing, a 
lot of rallies. Then on Tuesday 
(Feb. 18) we drove people to 
the polls," said Bair, who noted 
that many on Tsongas’ staff 
are recent graduates "who can 
drop out of life for a while." 

"I've been up on stage with 
all the cameras, seen the red, 
white and blue, seen Cokie 
Roberts and Sam Donaldson 
just two feet from me," said 
Bair, who said that reading 
Tsongas’ book, "A Call to

Economic Arms" convinced 
her that he was the best choice 
for president. 

While the mood was more 
subdued at Clinton's New 
Hampshire headquarters, 
Hannah Bond, a recent 
graduate from Bard College 
who has been with the 
campaign since November, is 
confident that student support 
will remain strong. 

"Today there are 250 
students here,” she said, 
noting that they would meet to 
decide which volunteers and 
staff will go to South Dakota 
and other states. 

"I like it because of the 
excitement," Bond said. "The 
phone-banking is hard, but it's 
good when 50 percent are for 


Clinton. The highs are great." 

Bond savs Clinton's 
campaign in New Hampshire 
had 10 students who had taken 
time off from school and were 
a permanent part of the 
campaign, and approximately 
300 students who worked 
weekends. 

"We had a groups from 
Chicago. They came on a 
bus...with sleeping bags,” she 
said. 

For Bond, the experience 
was unforgettable, exhausting 
and exhilarating. 

"I'm not sure I will do it 
again," she said.

Kalamazoo freshman declares presidential candidacy 


KALAMAZOO, Mich. 
(CPS)-- Proclaiming that he is 
fed up with the "ridiculousness 
of elections," an 18-year-old 
Kalamazoo College freshman 
is waging an unofficial 
campaign for president of the 
United States. 

"Also I need the money. 
Tuition costs are getting high," 
Alexander Kogan said. 

Kogan has been pressing 
the flesh, begging for money 
and garnering support as a 
write-in candidate in a 
campaign that grew from a 
campus joke and spread into 


the Kalamazoo community. 

In a moment of disgust with 
the presidential race, Kogan 
founded the “Seafood on the 
Wall Party," named for the 
Kalamazoo cafeteria, which 
has walls that are decorated 
with orange-colored lobster 
and crab shells, and 
proclaimed himself a 
candidate. However, he can't 
run officially because of the 
35-year-old age requirement. 

"We asked Ed Koch to be 
my running mate, but we 
couldn't find his address, so we 
sent it in care of the New York 


post office," said Kogan, who 
said Koch was qualified 
because he, too, was a 
comedian. 

"My father is my second 
choice for vice president," he 
said. 

Kogan promises that one of 
the first things he will do is 
force the House of 
Representatives to write their 
checks on rubber balls "so they 
will bounce before they get to 
the bank." 

When asked to repeat the 
motto of the Seafood on the 
Wall Party, Kogan replied, 


"The Weather Is Getting 
Hotter, The Food is Getting 
Scarce, We've Brains the Size 
of Walnuts, and I Might As 
Well be in the White House." 
The Chicago native said he 
has campaign activists 
carrying posters and fliers to 
their campuses in Iowa, Illinois 
and other parts of Michigan. 


Kogan is critical of what he 
terms superficial voting habits 
of the public. "People look at 
sprinkles on cupcakes which 
serve no purpose -- they just 
look nice. That;s exactly how 


people look at candidates,” he 
said. 

Kogan has a three-step plan 
for America: first, a nationwide 
rummage sale to wipe out the 
federal deficit; second, the 
elimination of exit polls to 
predict election outcomes; and 
third, a federal tax placed on 
oatmeal, bad jokes and ugly 
shoes. 

"Like Socrates, you must 
remember this: Presidents 
must be comedians, and 
comedians must be 
presidents,' Kogan said. 


Republicans 
to offer more 


loans, grants

WASHINGTON (CPS) -- It 
has been four years since 
George Bush claimed that he 
was going to be the “education 
president." Though his record 
since 1988 has been criticized, 
President Bush has pledged to 
build financial aid programs 
and fight political correctness 
on college campuses if elected 
this year. 

Bush's budget proposal for 
next year includes a $6.6 billion 
request for Pell Grants, a 22 
percent increase from 1992. 
though the president has 
claimed to oppose 
entitlements, he said his 
proposed Pell Grant allocation 
provides enough funding for a 
maximum grant of $3,700, a 
figure $1,300 higher than this 
year. 

Also, in bush's budget 
proposal, loan limits on 
guaranteed student loans are 
increased, the interest on 
student loans becomes 
deductible for federal income 
tax and no-penalty withdrawals 
from Individual Retirement 
Accounts when funds are used 
for education become 
permissible. He also supports 
raising the ceiling for Pell 
Grants to families making up 
to $50,000 a year. 

Bush does not support direct 
loan proposals. He. has said 
reauthorizing current student 
loan programs is better than 
trying to revamp the system 
with direct loans and has 
expressed consistent support 
for broadening the guaranteed 
student loan programs. 

Bush told The Chronicle of 
Higher Education that he 
thinks that students with good 
grades should get larger 
grants. His proposed 
"Presidential Achievement 
Scholarship" would offer $500 
to Pell Grant recipients who 
Maintained good grades in 
high school and college. 

“Common sense tells us that 
tying performance to reward is 
an effective way to motivate 
our children to strive for higher 
achievement," he said. 

President Bush has said he 
Opposes giving federal 
financial aid in return for 
community service. He claims 
such a tool would "preclude" 
some students from receiving 
aid if they could not perform 
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Clinton favors aid for all students

WASHINGTON (CPS) -- 
The core of Arkansas Gov. Bill 
Clinton's higher education 
platform mandates that loans 
to college students be paid 
back at either a percentage of 
their income over time or 
through voluntary national 
public service. 

In addition, Clinton wants to 
establish a trust fund from 
which any American can 
borrow money for a college 
education -- a program he 
labels a domestic GI Bill. 

To fund the additional aid, 
Clinton proposes reallocating 
the budget and pledging more 
money to education. 

"Today only 9 percent of the 
budget is directed to investing 
in our future -- education and 
training, child health, 
environmental technologies, 
research and infrastructure. 
We need to double that share 
and pay for it by converting 
resources no longer needed 
for defense," Clinton said in a 
United States Student 
Association survey. 

As governor, Clinton 
increased funding for higher 
education institutions in 
Arkansas by 77.7 percent since 
1983. He established a college 
bound program in 1991 to help 
parents finance their 
children's higher education. 
Under the plan, parents and 
others can buv short or 
long-term tax-exempt 


a'college bonds.' 

Since Clinton took office, the 
percent of Arkansas’ 
graduating high school 


students who attend in-state 
universities has risen from 38.2 
percent to 51.3 percent. 

The Arkansas Challenge 
Scholarship Program, 
implemented last year, allows 


any student who meets middle 
and lower-middle income 
guidelines to have part of their 
tuition paid by the state at any 
college or university in the 
state. 

The student, in return, must 
maintain a "C" average, stav of 
drugs and score a 19 or above

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Brown wants 


to abolish 
Department 
of Education

While he was governor of 
California, Edmund G. “Jerry” 
Brown claims he 
accomplished a great deal with 
regard to higher education. 

During his administration, 
Which started in 1972, Brown 
nearly doubled the funding for 
state universities and 
community colleges, and 
tripled money devoted to 
equal opportunity programs. 

"I called for higher standards 
in high school, requiring three 
years of math and two years of 
science for graduates, with 
even more. stringent 
requirements for the college 
bound,” he said in a statement 
from his campaign office. 
"This led the California State 
and University systems to raise 
entrance requirements in 
math." 

Now that he is running for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomination, the former 
governor has vowed to abolish 
the Department of Education. 

"It is a massive bureaucratic 
waste,” he said. “It educates 
no student.” 

Brown said the savings from 
eliminating the department 
“should be returned to the 
states to improve classroom 
instruction." 

Brown also said federal 
grants to college students are 
better than loans. 

"What we're seeing is almost 
an invisible disease that is 
turning students into 
long-term, almost lifelong, 
debtors,” he said. 

In response to a United 
States Student Association 
questionnaire, Brown said he 
supported raising the 
maximum Pell Grant to $4,500 
and expanding eligibility for 
Pell Grants to students from 
families with incomes between 
$30,000 and $50,000. 

"As a nation we ought to 
make the commitment that 
anyone who can make the 
grade and fulfill the academic 
requirements ought to get the 
financial assistance to attend," 
he said. 

In order to generate funds 
for increased grants, Brown 
told USSA he would “Institute 
a flat tax and amnesty, cut 
government spending and 
shift funds, including

substantial funds currently 
budgeted for the military, to 
education.” 

Also in the USSA survey, 
Brown said he would support 
House Resolution 271 and 
Senate Resolution 236, which 
ask President Bush to rescind 
the Department of Defense 
policy barring lesbians, gays 
and bisexuals from military 
service. 

Because students frequently 
utilize the military as a means 
to pay for college, the issue has 
come to the forefront on 
campuses nationwide. 

Brown advocates the 
introduction of sophisticated 
technology to the classroom. 
"There ought to be a computer 
on every student's desk in 
America," he said.

Florida, student response has 
been gratifying.

(continued from C) 
such service. 

With regard to political 
correctness issues, Bush says 
he adamantly opposes the 
movement. "On too many 
campuses, an atmosphere of 
real intolerance for dissenting 
or unfashionable political 
opinions has developed,” he 
said in a White House release, 
citing speech codes, one-sided 
curriculum requirements and 
limited guest lectures as part 
of the problem. 

He expanded on his concern 
about PC in The Chronicle: 
"It's ironic that at the same 
time the rest of the world is 
throwing open its doors -- and 


universities -- to democratic 
values, some U.S. student are 
being prevented from 
sampling the wares for a free 
and open marketplace of 
ideas. 

"Intending to correct past 
injustices, political correctness 
all too often has the effect of 
replacing old prejudices with 
new ones." 

Concerning overall 
education issues, President 
Bush has focused attention on 
his America 2000 initiative and 
his Head Start programs. By 
the year 2000, the president 
said he hopes that every adult 
American will be literate and 
have "skills necessary to 


compete in a global economy 
and exercise the rights and 
responsibilities of citizenship." 

Campaign staff for Pat 
Buchanan, Bush's chief 
Republican opposition, did not 
respond to repeated requests 
for background information on 
his views on higher education 
or to requests for an interview 
with the candidate. 

However, Buchanan 
released the following 
statement about his views on 
public education: 

"American education is in a 
state of decline, largely the 
result of an ever-increasing 
education bureaucracy, and a 
lack of competition within the 


impressive showing in the 
primary, they were in good 
spirits and confident of 
reelection.

Clinton said in a Chronicle of 
Higher Education survey that 
he wants to simplify the 
sutdent-aid program "by 
eliminating banks from the 
process and making direct 
loans to students through their 
colleges and trade schools." 

According to the Chronicle 
survey, he also said he 
advocated affirmative action 
so that “every young American 
will have access to a college 
education, no matter what their 
background." 

Clinton said he agreed with 
resolutions pending in both the 
House and Senate that would 
ask President Bush to rescind 
Department of Defense policy 
prohibiting lesbians, gays and 
bisexuals from military service. 
because many college 
students look to the militarv to 
help pav for college, the issue 
has come to the forefront. 

Clinton said he supports 
more accurate national testing 
standards 'that will help us 
measure the achievements of 
our students and tell us in what 
areas we need to make greater 
efforts," according to the 
Chronicle's questionnaire. 

"However, no student in 
good standing should be 
denied access to college, and 
grades should not be the basis 
for providing student aid. As 
President, I will introduce 
legislation to provide universal 
access to college for anyone 
who desires a college 
education,” he said.

Shull and junior outfielder 
Dave Harris did most of the 
offensive damage this time. 
Shull was two-for-four with a 
triple and two runs scored. 
Harris was also two-for-four 
and scored a run while driving 
in two. 

"The hitting is finally coming 
around and we're starting to 
peak,” said Harris. "Hopefully, 
we'll be able to keep the 
momentum as we go into our 
conference games." 

Freshman Ed Stephan also 
had a fine day at the plate,

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Senior breaks SSU 
mark in the 3,000

At the midpoint in the 1992 
track season, Salisbury State's 
premier female athelete, Erin 
Green, has already shattered 
two school records and has set 
her sights on attaining three 
more before her illustrious 
career comes to a close. 

On Saturday April 11, Green 
ran 4:53 in the 1500 meter run 
(two seconds short of the 
school record). Then she ran 
her best time since ninth grade 
in the 800 meters (2:25), which 
qualified her for third place. 

Then, with only a half hour of 
rest, she topped the old school 
record in the 3,000 meter by 
two seconds with a time of 
10:54. 


Two years ago Green, 
originally from Rockville, MD, 
transfered from Montgomery 
Junior College and the record 
books have been altered ever 
since. 

In the last two years, Green 
has been MVP for both cross 
country and track. She has also 
been named to the All 
Mason-Dixon conference and 
the Eastern States Athletic 
Confernce squads for a 
number of events. 

This fall, Erin Green was the 
first woman in Salisbury State 
histrory to be named to the All 
Mid-East region for cross 
country, while leading the 
team to a conference 
championship. 

Many athletes would be 
content with ending their 
career with these 
accomplishments, however 
Erin Green isn't quite finished 


just yet. 

"Everything has been going 
good so far this season,” cites 
Green, "but this is my last year 
of eligibility, so I'm shooting 
for everything.” 

Before hanging up the 
spikes, Green plans to qualify 
for nationals in the 3,000 
meters, break Ann McKenzie's 
1,500 meter school record, and 
if she gets a chance, top the 
10,000 meter record. 

"Erin is very strong and 
confident," expresses head 
coach Jerry Thomas. "She had 
a successful season last year 
and she's running even better 
now.' 

When Erin Green first came 
to Salisburv State two vears 
ago, there were oniv three 
women on the track team. She 
passed up an athletic 
scholarship in Florida to run 
for Salisburv. 


Men's lacrosse win streak at nine 


Gettysburg led the game at 
the half, 6-5, and began the 
second half the same way they 
started the game, by scoring 
three straight goals. The 
Bullets dominated the early 
part of the third period and 
had the Sea Gulls down, 9-5. 

At the end of the third 
quarter, SSU put on a charge 
and cut the Bullet lead to 10-8. 
The Sea Gulls then scored four 
unanswered goals to take a 
12-10 lead and held that lead 
into the final minute of 
regulation. 

Gettysburg never. gave up, 
however, and tied the score at 
12-12 with only nine seconds 
‘remaining. Jeff Chenowith's 
last-second shot sailed about 
an inch wide, sending the 
game to a sudden-death 
Overtime period. 

Just seconds into the 
Overtime, SSU's Ed Berry 
picked up a ground ball and 


fed it to Ary Morley. 

Morley then took his man 
one-on-one toward the goal 
and fired a shot into the upper 
corner of the net, sending the 
Sea Gulls home victorious. 

Morley led the Gulls with five 
goals on the afternoon, and got 
a bucket of ice-water dumped 
on his head for his troubles. 
Hohner, Chenowith, and 
Modesitt all scored three 
goals, while Chenowith led the 
team with a pair of assists. 

Geoff Sanders returned to 
the nets for SSU and survived a 
40-shot barrage. The senior 
goaltender made 23 saves on 
the afternoon. 

SSU outshot the Bullets, 
50-40, and led in faceoffs, 13-11. 
The Sea Gulls found 
themselves battling back from 
numerous penalties during the 
game, yet nonetheless held off 
the disciplined Gettysburg 
squad. 

The win set up this 


Saturdavs 'War On the Shore' 
against eitghth-ranked 
Washington College in 
Chestertown, MD. That game 
is set to start at 2:00 p.m., and 
as alwavs, a contingent of SSU 
fans should make their 
presence known. 

The Shoremen (9-2), held off 
number fifteen Washington &

Salisbury State is presently 
ranked fourth in the nation by 
the USILA, with Ithaca still 
claiming the third spot and 
Hobart and Nazareth at one 
and two.

The move paid off for head 
coach Jim Berkman (The 
Wizard of Wicomico?), as 
Hohner has found the net 
consistently, while the squad 
has not lost a step on defense.

Last year's team was rocked by 
an early-season scandal (The 
Conspiracy On the Shore?) 
that resulted in the suspension 


of a majority of the team's key 
players. 

The incident involved 
drinking on team trips, and it 
nearly ruined the tradition-rich 
Washington College lacrosse 
program. Head coach Terry 
Corcoran has done a great job 
in controlling the damage, thus 
keeping the program strong. 
In fact, with Saturday's win 
over number 15 Washington & 
Lee, the Shoremen improved 
to 9-2 and are ranked eighth in 
the nation by the USILA. 

Two lacrosse powerhouses, 
both of whom barely resemble 
the teams that met last year, 


will square off again this 
Saturday. Surely, coach 
Corcoran will bring up last 
year's embarassing loss as a 
motivational tool for his team. 
And you can bet that coach 
Berkman will remind his team 
that this year's Washington 
College squad is much 
different than the team they 
faced last year.
